Reno (station code RNO) is on the Amtrak 
(http://www.amtrak.com/) national passenger railroad 
network. Two trains each day serve Reno station (the 
California Zephyrbetween Chicago and the San 
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Francisco Bay Area). The station is also served by 
Iconnecting Amtrak California buses from Sacramento. 
[The Convention Center is about 3 miles (5 km) south of 
Ithe train station, which is in the center of downtown 
Reno. It's an easy taxi ride from the station, but there 
is also a frequent local bus service (RTC RAPID: 
Ihttp://www.rtcwashoe.com/public-transportation-76) 
Ithat runs from the 4" Street Transit Center (one block 
Inortheast of the train station, on the opposite side of 
ithe train tracks as the Amtrak station) to the 
Peppermill/Atlantis/Convention Center area. Travel 
{time between 4"" Street and the Convention Center is 
lapproximately 15 minutes, and bus fare is $2 one-way 
(coins or bills accepted, exact change required).

City Bus Route 19 only runs hourly Monday to Friday

While altitude sickness doesn't tend to be a problem 
luntil more than 6500 feet above sea level, there's no 
lway to predict who might suffer from altitude 
lsickness. There are, however, a few things you can do 
Ito minimize your risk and symptoms. Avoid strenuous 
lactivity for the first 24 hours after arriving in Reno. 
Stay hydrated! Start drinking extra water early in 
lyour trip, as airplanes and hotels tend to be pretty dry. 
Renovation will be providing you with water bottles to 
help out with this, 

Keep in mind that alcohol is a dehydrator, which can 
increase the symptoms of altitude sickness, so if you 
lare feeling ill, it's probably best to stick to water. You 
Imay also feel the effects of alcohol more readily, so 
please be mindful of this when imbibing at parties or 
restaurants. 

With these sensible precautions, you should be just 
fine. However, a very small minority of people may find 
Ithey have headaches, shortness of breath, or more 
lserious reactions. In the unlikely event that you have a 
hard time breathing, are confused (well, more than 
lusual), or have other significant problems, please seek 
medical attention,

Renois higher than mast major U.S. cities at 4,400 
lfeet above sea level. The average daytime high in 
[August is 90 degrees Fahrenheit (32 C), but it can drop 
Ito 50 degrees Fahrenheit (10 C) in the evening. 

[Since Reno is located in the high desert of the Great 
Basin, relative humidity is low throughout the year, 
lwhich may feel extraordinarily dry if you're from the 
Midwest or East Coast.

Renovation Weapons Policy 

No real or realistic weapons may be carried anywhere 
lwithin the convention except during the Masquerade 
lor specifically approved events. 

Renovation defines a weapon as any abject designed 
Ito cause damage, or any replica of such an abject, or 
lany object that the Committee determines to pose a 
risk to the safety of others or to personal or hotel 
lproperty. The Committee reserves the right to alter or 
lamend this definition and the right to require the 
immediate removal of any weapon from a public area. 
Failure to immediately put a weapon away in your 
hotel room or vehicle on request is grounds for 
immediate revocation of membership without refund 
land expulsion from the convention, 

[The use of a weapon during the Masquerade or a 
[programming event must be approved by the 
Masquerade Directors or the Programming Division 
Heads, respectively. Other than these previously 
lapproved instances, no weapon of any kind may be 
ldrawn or wielded in any area of any hotel or 
lconvention space. 

Dealers who sell weapons must securely wrap each 
item at the point of sale and provide each customer 


with a printed copy of this policy. 


At Renovation, we know that most people who would 
like to carry weapons are sensible and careful 
individuals. However, we must keep in mind liability, 
legal issues, and our relationship with the hotels and 
the convention center. Member safety is our first 
consideration and it is with this in mind that this policy 
has been established. 

NOTE: in addition to complying with Renovation 
policy, all members must abide, without exception by 
all relevant legal requirements and by the 
requirements of the convention center and host 
hotels.
